Suez Ship Canal. 

The French are undoubtedly the foremost 
nation: of Europe—in ‘ideas, in art and in 
science, as well asin martial spirit.. It is to 
France, eccordingly, that we owe the initi- 
atory step towards the reconstrustion of one 
of the great works of antiquity, now for many 
ages in ruins—the reopening of the canal 
which anciently united the waters of the 
Mediterranean and the Red Seas. 


Egypt—over which the laws of the Ottoman 
Empire still prevail, although for somé time 


freed from all but a aominal recognition of the 


Sultan—has now in its reigning Viceroy, Sib 
Pacna, a governor who knows the true inte- 
rest of his country, and seems anxious to 
advance it. ; 

To that end he has, by a recetit firman, 
granted to a French gentleman, M. Lesszps, 
and his associates, the privilege of construct- 
ing a ablp canal aeroes the lethmus of Suez, 
which ‘shall be open to all nations ; and the 
enjoyinent 6f ait the waste land which he may” 
succeed in reclaiming, by means of  subsid- 
iary fresh water canal.

Several very serious objections have been 
raised to the feasibility of the. construction 
‘of -@:ehip cansl: which pass directly 

across the isthmus of Suez, from sea to sea. 

The shallowness of the waters at both ends 
of the proposed route, the coral reefs, which 
it is asserted infest the navigation of the Red 
Sea, and the character of the country com- 
posing the isthmus, it consisting chiefly of 
loose, dry and shifting sand, have all been 
suggested as insuperable obstacles. 

To-the first objection it might be replied, 
‘that e work of so much importance would 
justify an immense outlay in constructing and 
deepening the necessary herbors.; or if this 
should be’ found impracticable,’ tlie ‘canal 
could be made to strike the Nile near. its 
mouth, and so pass on to Alexandria, whose 
harbor is admirable for depth of water and 
‘safety of anchorage. As to the coral reefs in 
the Red Sea, these are to be found only on 
its western Shore, which is shallow; while on 
the eastern; or Arabian’ side, the water is 
deep, and the navigation expeditious and sate. 
The sandy, desert like nature of the country 
which the canal would traverse, is, perhaps, 
the most serious obstacle of all. But this 
difficulty cannot really be as formidable as 
one would at first blush imagine; for the 
ancient canal of the. Prouzures traversed 
the same country, as far as the two bitter 
lakes in the centre of the Isthmus, and then 
pursued a westerly course, until it struck 
the east branch of the Nile. What was thus 
accomplished in thoge comparatively rade 
and ancient ages of the world, would it not 
be strange, indeed, to find beyond the abilities 
of the nineteenth century of the Christian 
erat 

A general answer to all these objections, 
however, may be found in the fact that an ac- 
complished French engineer, M. Lurens, af- 
ter an examination, made years ago, reported 
that there were no difficulties in the construc- 
tien of this canal which might not. be easily 
overcome ;.and he estimated the probable cost 
of its construction at only about three millions 
of dollars ; which is less than helf'the sum 
recently expended upon @ work of. mere 
pleasure and taste, the erection of the Crys- 
tal Palace at Sydenham, near London. 

In addition to these objections, English 
writers, who perhaps are not 8s favorable to 
this enterprise as the people of other parts of 
Europe, to whom it would be more’ immedi- 
ately beneficidl; and who also (it may be) 
fear that it might be made. instrumental in 
snatching from theirown grasp some of the rich 
rewards of commerce ; have asserted, that if. 
successfully completed the enterprise would 
still prove to be, commercially and financially 
speaking, a failure.
